A threat which has the po tentiality o f 
dev elo ping into an u g ly crisis in the near 
fu tu re fig u res pro minently in debate in 
Co ng ress. Berlin lo o ms larg e in the land­ 
scape and o nce ag ain the timo ro u s ask, is 
it wo rth fig hting fo r? 
The debate was pro v o ked by a su g g es­ 
tio n fro m Senato r Mansfield that Berlin

Berlin Looms Large 


A threat which has the potentiality of 
cess to Berlin, it would restrict it still more 
rip v elo n m g in to a n u g ly rr ic ic in th e n e a r 
In a d d 1 1 i o n , it in s is ts u n pu&e&.siun of 
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future figures prominently in debate in 
Congress. Berlin looms large in the land­ 
scape and once again the timorous ask. is 
it worth fighting for? 
The debate was provoked by a sugges­ 
tion from Senator Mansfield that Berlin 
be declared a “free city" and that its 
neutrality be guaranteed by both East and 
West. Such suggestions fall pleasantly on 
the ears of those who ask nothing but re­ 
lease from present tension, while forget­ 
ting all the experiences of the past which 
have proved that to give way on one de­ 
mand is only to create another and great­ 
er one. 
Premier Khrushchev insists that there 
be a European settlement this year, in­ 
cluding a peace treaty in which the West 
recognizes 
Communist East Germany. 
Following this peace treaty the West would 
have 
to 
negotiate 
on 
Berlin 
directly 
with the East German government, with, 
of course, the Soviet Union’s armed might 
standing behind it. 
The East German government has made 
it clear that far from easing Allied ac- 


Tempelhof airfield which was the Allies’ 
gateway to West Berlin during the block­ 
ade of 1948. 
This demand gives a clear idea of the 
shape of things to come if the Allies back 
down and agree to a neutral Berlin as 
proposed by Senator Mansfield. A Berlin 
denuded of Western troops and isolated in 
the midst of communist territory would 
not long survive in neutralism against sur­ 
rounding pressures. 
These pressures would not only be ec­ 
onomic. They would include those well­ 
equipped troops of the East German army 
which are seen in May Day parade pic­ 
tures, goose-stepping in seemingly endless 
columns alongside Soviet-made tanks. 
A decision to neutralize Berlin would, in 
effect, be a victory for Mr. Khrushchev. 
Inevitably the West is committed to an ex­ 
ercise in “brinkmanship” which will de­ 
mand strong nerves. The alternative would 
be to grant Khrushchev another peaceful 
conquest in his unceasing struggle for 
world revolution.

O- My father, age 79, hat had 
Met etal f alit. There it no diutU 
n ett— he ju tt "suddenly finds 
him self on the floor,'*' What 
tauset this? 
A. Attacks like this are peculiar 
because the person just falls 
without warning. The leg and 
back muscles suddenly seem to 
lose all power. Recovery may be 
almost immediate or delayed for 
several minutes. This and other 
types of falls experienced by 
elderly persons are probably re­ 
lated to a decrease with age in 
the number of brain cells con­ 
trolling posture and gait. This 
explanation also makes it easy to 
understand the reason for certain 
dtfliculties of movement, which 
are common in old age. For 
example, the inability to quickly 
recover balance once it has been 
lost; and the apparent "thinking 
through” of an unusual move­ 
ment by the older person before 
starting it. With fewer directing 
brain cells it seems necessary to 
visualize the sequence of move­ 
ment rn advance rn order lo 
prevent mishap. 


Q. Commercial airline pilots 
are permitted to work until age 
60. I think thit it m uch too 
old. What is your opinionf 
A. Age can be thought of in two 
ways: 
chronological 
age 
(the 
number of years we have lived) 
and functional age (level of per­ 
formance). At the present time 
doctors have no satisfactory way 
of determining functional age, so 
authorities arbitrarily set the age 
limit for pilots at 60. This may 
be too high for some; too low 
for others. As one airline doctor 
said, ‘‘After an airline pilot has 
flown for many thousands of 
hours, he possesses training and 
judgment in the air which can 
not be purchased at any price.”

Advisory Unit 


Commission Slated 
To Meet July 11 on 
Kennedy Farm P1*n 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Secretary 
of Agriculture Orville L. Freeman 
ii expected to turn to the National 
Agricultural Advisory Commission 
for advice on how to cope with a 
congress that shows reluctance to 
go along with Kennedy administra­ 
tion farm proposals. 
The first meeting of the commis­ 
sion under the new administration 
has been scheduled for July U. 
It was organized early in the 
Eisenhower administration with 18 
members to advise Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson on 
farm poUcies and programs. 
President Kennedy recently set 
up a new commission with 25 mem 
bers, headed by Harry B. Cald­ 
well, master of the North Carolina 
State Grange. On it are two form­ 
er Democratic secretaries of agri­ 
culture. Claude R. Wickard and 
Charles F. Brannan. 
The first meeting of the commis, 
sion will be held at a time when 
Congress 
is 
balking 
at 
major 
farm program proposals advanced 
by Kennedy and Freeman. Both 
are the Senate and House agricul­ 
ture committees have rejectd a 
plan under which the secretary of 
agriculture and farm er advisory 
committee would be authorized to 
draft commodity supply stabiliza­ 
tion programs subject to congres­ 
sional veto. 
If this becomes the final position 
of Congress, Freeman may have 
to turn to present laws and powers 
to develop stronger supply control 
program s than currently exist. 
Congress is giving the adminis­ 
tration programs with which to 
meet the most pressing farm com­ 
modity problems — surpluses of 
wheat and feed grains. 
But in meeting future problems, 
it may become necessary for the 
secretary to make broader and 
bolder use of his price support 
authority to prevent overproduc­ 
tion. Existing law permits the sec­ 
retary to set conditions for eligi­ 
bility for price supports. He could 
attach production limitations to 
the supports. That is, he could 
say that only producers who co­ 
operated with a control program 
would be eligible for supports. 
He could not force compliance. 
Producers who wished to exceed 
limitations could do so if they pass­ 
ed up supports. Because of this, 
a control program based solely 
on supports would be less effec­ 
tive than only employed market- 
non-cooperators.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Secretary 
of Agriculture Orville L. Freeman 
is expected to turn to the National 
Agricultural Advisory Commission 
for advice on how to cope with a 
congress that shows reluctance to 
go along with Kennedy administra­ 
tion farm proposals. 
The first meeting of the commis­ 
sion under the new administration 
has been scheduled for July ll. 
It was organized early in the

members to advise Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson on 
farm policies and programs. 
President Kennedy recently aet 
up a new commission with 25 mem 
hers, headed by Harry B. Cald­ 
well, master of the North Carolina 
State Grange. On it are two form 
er Democratic secretaries of agri­ 
culture, Claude R. Wickard and 
Charles F. Brannan.

by Kennedy and Freeman. Both 
are the Senate and House agricul­ 
ture committees have rejectd 
plan under which the secretary of 
agriculture and farmer advisory 
committee would be authorized to 
draft commodity supply stabiliza­ 
tion programs subject to congres­ 
sional veto. 
If this becomes the final position 
of Congress, Freeman may have 
to turn to present laws and powers 
to develop stronger supply control 
programs than currently exist. 
Congress is giving the adminis­ 
tration programs with which to 
meet the most pressing farm com­ 
modity problems — surpluses of 
wheat and feed grains. 
But in meeting future problems, 
it may become necessary for the 
secretary to make broader and 
bolder use of his price support 
authority to prevent overproduc­ 
tion. Existing law permits the sec­ 
retary to set conditions for eligi­ 
bility for price supports. He could 
attach production limitations to 
the supports. That is, he could 
say that only producers who co­ 
operated with a control program 
would be eligible for supports. 
He could not force compliance. 
Producers who wished to exceed 
limitations could do so if they pass­ 
ed up supports. Because of this, 
a control program based solely 
on supports would be less effec­ 
tive than only employed market- 
non-cooperators.

Tile third phase of the study will 
be concerned with evaluating vari­ 
ous courses of action that could 
contribute to the balanced econom­ 
ic and cultural growth. This ev­ 
aluation will enable interested in­ 
dividuals and groups to take ad­ 
vantage of the area’s growth pos­ 
sibilities.
